have been issued. While the morning bulletin 
Was not received by the public es an indication 

of much improvement in the patient's case, it oc- 
casioned no alarm. The 12:8 bulletin, showing 
a decrease in temperature of five-tenthe of a 
degree, and in pulse of feur beats, occasioned an 


exceedingly sanguine ‘feling at the mansion and

THE PULSE S&UBSIDING. 

9:30 p.m. -Private Secretary Brown, who just 
comejfrom the surgeon’s room, says that the 
president is still sleeping. He also said that the 
sleep was netural and that 2o morphia had been 
administered to day. The statement heretofore 
made to that effect is erroneous. The patient's 
pulse has decreased ten beats, being at the present 
time about 120. No further trouble from nausea 
has been experienced. The surgeons estimate 
the temperature at this hour to be about nerma! 
Indications are that the pulse is still subsiding. 

THE FEELING DURING THE DAY. 
10:30 p m.— Although there has been @ feeling 
of anxiety atthe executive mansion all day no 
alarm was felt regarding the president’s condi- 
tion until Jate this afternoon. The fact that none 
of the attending surgeons have entered the busi- 
nessepartment of the mausion during the day 
occasioned the unfavorable ‘sugges- 
tion which the evening bulletin proved 
warranted. Since the bulletin was issued there 
has been a constant arrival of anxious inquirers 
at the white house. The room of Private Secre~ 
tary Brown has been crowded all the evening 
Among those first to arrive were Postmaster 
General James and Attorney-General MacVeagh. 
Shortly after these came Assistant Secretary of 
Siate Hitt, Secretary Windom and Secretaies 
Kirkwood and Hunt, Second Assistant Post- 
master-General Elmer, First Comp- 
troller Lawrence, General Francis A. 
Walker, Associate-Justice Herlan, Gen. Sher- 
man, Gen. Drum, and many more of promi- 
nence. Secretary Lincoln isin New York, and 
Secretary Biains isin New Hampshire. Both 0! 
these gentlemen have been communicated with 
by telegraph concerning the serious condition of 
the president. Private Secretary Sweet said to- 
night that he expected Secretary Lincola to 
return to Washington to morrow. 
One of the attendants § upon 
president said at balf past 
o'clock to-night that he did not comsider the 
president’s condition necessarily alarming, al- 
though it certainly warranted anxiety. He had 
not vomited for the past six hours, and that his 
sieep had been perfectly natural. In the 
opinion of this geiitleman everything is being 
done for the patient that professional skill can 
suggest, and he feels quite sure that the morning 
will show an improvement. 
The members of th cabinet lef 
the mansion for their respective homes about 11 
o'clock, at which hour the patient was still 
steeping naturally and quietly. Doctors Bliss 
and Reyburn remained at the mansion during 
the night. 
Assistant Secretary Hitt deemed it advisable 
at a late hour to night to inform Secretary Biaine 
ef the unfavorable change in the president’s con- 
dition in order that he might return to Washing- 
ton, 
The anxiety regarding the condition of the 
president, which became apparent § through- 
out the city soon afier the issuance of the morn-~- 
ing bulletin, grew in intensity as the unfavorable 
indices of the pulse and temperature became 
a subject of speculation with the constantly 
increasing numberof persons. The persistent 
irritability of the stomach noted in the bulletins 
was a new phase in the coadition of the patient, 
which perplexed and added to the anxiety of 
some and lessened the hope of some of the 
most sanguine. Assurances came later 
direct from the attending physicians to the effect 
that they did not feel alarmed at the presence of 
nausea and vomiting, norin fact atthe genera) 
condition of the presidentin the morning This 
dia not suffice to allay the feeling of unea- 
siness which prevailed throughout the city. This 
nxiety was lessened but little ifany by the 
noon bulletin, which, although reporting the 
cession of nausea and decline in t.mperature, 
still recorded more frequent pulse. A decrease of 
temperature was expected as the result of 
the usual diurnal fever ebb, and the figures 
recorded, 99, were reassuring only to the most 
sarguine and the more rapid pulse reported 
in the noon bulletin, 118, caused a change in the 
fee'ing of many from that of extreme anxiety to 
positive alarm, notwithstanding the assurances 
which came from the executive man 
sion that the unfavorable symptoms 
were but temporary. When the evening 
bulletin madeits appearance containing the in- 
formation that the irritability of the stomach 
had returned and that the president had vomited 
three times since 1 p.m. together with the admis. 
ion that his condition on the 
whole was less satisfactory, the 
feeling among those who have watched the pro 
gress of the case closely from the beginning, was 
apparentiy that of greater anxiety and alarm 
than they had evinced since the Sunday follow- 


ing the day the president received his wound.

The Richmond and Dan- 
ville extension company has taken the entire 
cootract, and all the papers have been signed up 
There is nothing ahead now except work and 
plenty of it. 
Genefal Gordon says that trains will be running 
from Atlanta to Douglasville in six weeks, or 
eight at the furtherest. Temporary bridges will 
»» used for the construction trains until the regu- 
lar iron bridges can be completed, which will be 
96 days. 
There are now at work on the line between 
Atlanta and the Mississippi river on the Georgia 
Pacific about 300 hands, besides the surveying 
parties. It is proposed to prosecute the work 
from eleven points along the line at once and to 
engage several thousand men.

THE CONFESSION TO DR. PAINTER. 

Dr. Painter succeeded in obtaining a talk with 
Blanche Douglass last night, and gave the follow- 
ing account of it to a Tribune reporter, who 
found him at his hotel late in the evening: 

“I first ascertained that Blanche’s lawyer, Mr. 
Biydenbarg, had been atthe house in Thirty~ 
first street, in respon:e to her telegram and had 
given her strict instructions to say nothing. I 
prevailed upon her, however, at length to tell 
the facts. Shehad been anxious to shield the 
Malley boys, and this will account for all discrep~ 
ancies in her statements. I am couvinced that 
she told me the truth. The first statement which 
conflicts with her testimony atthe ioquest, and 
which destroys the testimony of the Malley boys, 
is that on Wednesday night, when the who.e 
party stayed at the Malley house, she herself 
occupied a room with Walter Malicy, and Jennie 
Cramer and James Malley occupied another room 
together. 

‘Her statement concerning her movements on 
Thursday is as given at the inquest. She says 
positively that she saw nothing of Jen- 
nie Cramer and knew nothing of her after the 
latter was seen by herin the Saving Rock car. 
She denies that Jennie was with them at the res- 
taurant on Thursday evening. Concerning 
Friday she acknowledged te me that her testi- 
mony was false to shield the Malleys. She con- 
fesses that she did not go to the Elliott house that 
night, but stayed at the Malley house again. This 
is the substance of what she told me, and clears 
up several points which confused us; it will help 
us very much in the track of evidence we are 
on,”’ 

“Does this tend to free the Malleys from con 
nection with the death of Jennie Cramer?’’ asked 
the reporter. 

“Tam not prepared to say that; it shows at 
least what was going on, and that it was about 
what the public thought.”’ 

“Could Blanehe throw any light on the state- 
ment that Jennie was seen at Saving Rock beach 
on Friday night?’’ 

“No; but here isone thing she said that may 
have connection with the black mustached man 
who was seen with herthere When the party 
was out riding, I forgot what day, they passed a 
mau on a bicycle, who stared at Jennie as if he 
knew her. Jennie told Blanche afterward that 
she had known him well and that he had 
thought a great dealof her. The question is, is 
the bicycle man and the man seen in her company 
Friday night ene and the same’”’’ 

“Then you are looxing in that direction now”’’ 
‘Yes, but we have several clews we are work- 
ing. I cannot say what they are.’’ 

The doctor, in speaking of the appearance of 
the body of the dead girl, which he examined as 
soon as it was removed from the water, said: 
‘There were no marks of violence onit. There 
was a contusion on the forehead which became 
visible only after the body began to decom ose, 
and may have been caused by coatact with a 
rock. Blanche’s statement to me to-night con- 
firas the views we held at the time in regard to 
Jennie’s good character until within forty eight 
hours before her death.’’

Th Irish Land Riilin the House of 


Commons, 

BERLIN, August 15.—Much excitement has 
been caused here by an article in the Augsburg 
A.lgeneine Zeitung, declaring that by ratifying 
the appointment of Dr. Korum as Catholic bishop 
of Treves, the German government has gone to 
Canossa. The liberal papers agree that the Ko- 
man cuira has triumphed over Prince Bismarck. 

GREAT BRITAIN, 
LONDON, August 15.—The Observer says: ‘“‘We 
understand that on yesterday the cabinet council 
decided practically to insist on the land bill as it 
was finally passed by the house of commons, and 
in the eventof the lords remaining obdurate 
parliament wil: be summoned again in November, 
when the bill wi'l be reintroduced, but there is 
no disposition to then force on the house of lords 
a bill more d.stasteful to them than the present 
one.’’ 
There is a disposition in conservative circles to 
suggest a compromise on the lords’ amendments 
to clause 19. 
The Daily News says: “Several Irish conserva- 
tive peers have urged Lord Salisbury to withdraw 
his opposition to the land bill on the ground that 
a rejection of the bill would be followed by a re- 
newal of the land egitation, which} would 
probably entail upon them  greate 
losses from non-payment of rent than they 
have yet sustained. Lord Salisbury advised 
the peers at their meeting on Friday to adhere to 
ali their amendments on the ground that it 
would only be by doing so that they could force 
the government to make concessions."’ 
The earl of Pembroke writes tothe Times pro- 
testing against the cry being raised that the 
amendments of the house of lords to the land 
bill are an attack on the principle of the bill. He 
Says this is not true in regard to one single amend- 
ment except that dealing with the termination 
of existing leases, and that the amendment only 
restores the bill to the shape in which it entered 
the house of commons. The injustice of the 
government towards the landlord, he says, is the 
sole cause of the deadlock 
The Times, in a leading article, says that the 
temperate judgment of rational men is unan 
imous that the differences between the two 
houses ought to be composed, nor is there the 
slightest reason to believe thata fair, moderate 
and practical arrangement is out of the question. 
It is the state of ireland in particular which 
renders it imperative that a settlement should be 
effected without delay. The possibility that the 
pill may be lost or postponed has filled the Irish 
landlords with alarm. We believe the govern- 
ment will i the house of commons 
to give a cool and impartial consid- 
eration to the biil in its present form and 
see whether without departing from the principles 
iaid down by Mr. Gladstone, it may be possibile 
to effect a reasonable compromise. Many con- 
servatives are as deeply couvinced as Messrs. 
Gladstone and Foster that it would be almost 
criminal to delay a settlement to which the Irish 
teuantry have looked forward formonths With 
the outside sphere of partisanship there is only 
one opinion, which is that a compromise must 
be found. .

The Atianta Exposition aed the Agri- 
enttural Department 


Mr. Edward Atkinson has written a 
letter to Mr. George B. Loring, the com- 
missioner of agriculture, in regard to the 
International cotton exposition, in which 
he suggests that the national character of 
the proposed exhibition appeals to the 
commissioner for his co-operation in the 
premises. Mr. Atkinson runs: briefly 
over the statistics of the cotton-seed 
crop. One hundred and twenty thousand 
tons cf cotton-seed meal and cake an- 
nually shipped to Great Britain, work a 
terrible exhaustion of southern soil. 
This meal, which is fed very largely to 
English sheep, ought, he says, every 
pound of it, to be fed to sheep on the cot- 
ton lands. In this manner the soil would 
notonly be maintained in its fertility, 
but the crop of cotton might be doubled 
and the wool clip added almost without 
cost. - There are also many crude 
_ amd some perfectel machines for 

balling and preparing the seed, 
Which may be used by farmers and 
planters, but the smail press, by which 
| extracted by farm- 
ers and planters, is- still to be invented 
or brought into use. Mr. Atkinson feels

Referring to the matter of ensilage, 
Mr. Atkinson says that silos (or ensilage 
pits) are to be constructed on the exbibi- 
tion grounds, coupled with a large shed, 
under which cattle, sheep, hogs, poultry 
and mules may be fed during the term 
of the exhibition upon ensilaged corn, 
cow peas and other succulent material, 
mixed with cotton-seed meal or other 
nutritious food, as may be required. Dr. 
Bailey is now in Atlanta supervising the 
construction and filling of the pits. In 
view of the fact that it now costs three 
times as much to feed a mule as it does 
to feed a field hand in many parts of the 
south, the importance of this undertak- 
ing cannot be overrated. If cattle, 
mules and hozs can be carried on succu- 
lent food through the long, hot and 
somewhat dry season which makes the 
great cotton crop, the capacity of the 
south to sustain a large and prosperous 
population will be vastly increased. 

In view of all these matters pertaining 
directly or indirectly tothe department 
of agriculture, Mr. Atkinson suggests 
that it would be expedient for the com- 
missioner to call forthe co-operation of 
the various departments of agriculture 
of the several states in the appointment 
of delegates in connection with the nation- 
al department of agriculture to consider 
all the subjects which may be brought 
into notice at this exhibition and to 
make a national report thereupon when 
congress assembles. As Mr. Atkinson’s 
letter has been given to the press by 
Commissioner Loring, it is probable that 
" the department of agriculture will, in 
some sort, become identified with the 
ex position.

The Cause of Ratiroad Discrimina- 
tioms and the Remedy. 

Under the title of *“Thurhber versus Fink,” 
The Nation of April 21 publishes the fol- 
lowing: 

Iu response to the requrst of the anti- 
movopoly Jeague, we last week explained 
to some extent what we did not believe in 
as a solution of the railroad question. We 
do rot believe in a law limiting profits 
Wedo not believe in relying on public 
spirit as a substitute for profit in railroad 
management. What, thev, do we believe 
in? ‘bat we propose now to explain. 

The difficulty with the anti-monopoly 
league and the whole graoger school of agi- 
tators seems to be that they will not study 
out their sutject Approaching it with 
certaiu preconceived nutions, they pick up 
a fect here and a fact there; from these 
facts they manufaciureé a list of abuses; to 
this list of abuses they proceed at once to 
apply their preconceived notion of a rem- 
edy. Pzessing by the questions of fictitious 
capital and excessive profits, in regard to 
the first of which their case is at best not 
proven, and in regard to the second of 
which they have no case—passiog by these, 
the real allegation against the railroad com- 
papies relates to the sys-ematic method 
which they pursue of discriminating as 
between man and mas. Here the case 
of the lesgue is in great degree made 
out forthem. There is no question what- 
ever that the railroad business of the coun 
try is today, as it always bas been, based 
ou a complicated system of special rates. 
One place enj»ys preferences over others, 
one man or one firm over other men and 
other firms. Thatthis sys‘'em is goud can- 

uot fora moment be maintained. That it 
bas led to abuses of the gravest description 
everyone who knows anything of the rail- 
roads of the country, and does not belong 
to them, freely admits That it is now with 
great rapidity ccncentrating ail the large 
branches of business in the country ata few 
points, and ia the control of not many men, 
isepparent. That some remedy for this 
condition of affairs should, if possible, b» 
devised, and that speedily, no theughtfui 
man havivg any acquaintance with the 
subject is disposed for 1 moment to deny. 

fiere, theu, is a confessed evil—an ill of 
the body politic, 80 tospeak A cure is to 
be sought. In whatisitio be found? O 
course, in order to di-cover the cure, the 
ceuse of the ill must first be clearly ascer- 
tained. It does not do to attribate it to hu 
man wickedness, the greed of gain, or the 
veneral prevalence of bad men in the 
world. Thisisa convenient and simple 
way of solving the question, but one which 
leads to results hardiy satisfactory. A cede 
of legislation buiiton it as a foundation 
will bardly prove efficacious. In the pr:s- 
ent cace, also, the cause of the ill is not far 
ioseek. In fact, it liesalmost on the sur- 
febe. Obviously enough, the root of rail- 
road discrimination is in _ railroad 
competition. That competition is  pe- 
culiar. Notonly is it local, but necessa- 
ily there are very few parties toit. Gener 
ally there are but two. There are neve 
more than tiveorsix. Where it does exist, 

lso, this competition is of. the sharpest 
description conceivabie. It is no child’s 
play. Araceof men are thus trained up 
‘o it, the one object of whose lives—whose 
very subsistence itself—depends on their 
getting for their employers ‘‘their share of 
the business,’ as it is termed. All the 
rest follow as a matter of course. The 
most astute and the leastscrupulous of 
these agents go by promotien to the great 
centers of competition. There they have 
recourse to every device conceivable by ha- 
man ingenuity to secure traffic. These de- 
vices all teud to one result—ihe concentre- 
tion of business at the points of compe- 
4t.02, aid In the 
a few men at these points, The 
man who has.busiress to give can through 
this system, command rates of carriage 
which enable him to defy competition on 
the part of any who cannot command 
equal rates. Cut rates, drawbacks, reba!rs, 
time contracts, every expedient isin turn 
resorted to, and they all result to the ad- 
vantage of the competing pointand the 
large concern. This is the discrimination 
complained of. To deny its existence is 
mere folly; and neither Mr. Thurber uor 
Judge Black nor Secretary Wicdom can 
overstate the evils which now do result 
from it, or theyet greater evils, both 
economical and political, which, if it goes 
on, seem likeiy toresult from it. 

W hile not overstating tnis evil, however 
they resolutely refuse, one and a'l, to 
recognize tne cause of it. The railroad sys- 
tem was organized in this country in a full 
reliance on the naiural laws of competition 
Weare the single nation which has ac- 
cepted the logical resuit of tbis reliance in 
our general jaws authorizing free railroad 
construction, Weil, the railroads have 
moved in the line marked out for them by 
public opinion and puble policy a great 
deal too sirungly. That is what is the 
matter. Where they have to compete they 
compete too much, and, asa logical couse 
quence, where they have not to compete 
they do not compete enough. . The cause cf 
the evil is found theo, not in the badness 
of men, but in a radically mistaken railrvad 
policy. The general jaws of trade aod 
competition, on whch we have put our re- 
liance, have worked, but not in the way 
we expected them to work, or that Mr. 
Thurber and Judge Black and Secreta y 
Windom now think they ought to work. 
But what remedy do they propose? Their 
remedy is always asiaiple one. Seeing as 
clearly as any one that unregulated local 
competition is tbe cause of the evil of 
which they complain, they propose more 
couipelition. In other words, they fall back 
hopelessly, beiplessly and angrily on their 
preconceived notions. From this point 
forward, therefore, they themselves be- 
come the one great obstacle in the way of 
every intelligent effurt to solve the prob- 
lem. They now have recourse to thore 
stereotyped phrases in political economy 
which, with the unvreflecting, puta stop to 
discussion, Competition, they keep reit~ 
erating, is the life of trade: combination 
is monopoly. Combination, therefore, 
must be prohibited. by law, while 
competition—well, competition must be 
pieced out by law. Thereis not quite com. 
petition enough to go round, and what 
there is is too strong; so they seek by staiuie 
to prescribe a competition of their own, to 
be conducted on Christian princi pi-s, which 
shall be at once good, and gent’ewan'y, and 
high-toned, and plentifuli—not this scant, 
cut-throat business. No one musi c.mpeie 
secretly, or indulge in any ways tuei are 
dark; all must compete accordiug to rule, 
and not too much. So laws are to be passed 
reguiating the whole thing; more usury 
laws; laws makivg discriminations and 
dra v- backs and rebates criminal offenses; 
laws threatening Mr Vanderbilt with fines 
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law of development. Statutes may check, 
but they cannot prevent it. Those inter | 
ested in the outcome of the railroad prob- 
lem, can, therefore, now most profitably 
watch that of the te egraph problem. The 
consolidation which controls the latter is at 
present on its good bebavicr. In the course 
of ashort time we shall be able to form 
some idea of the degree of restraint 
which responsibility before public opinion 
will exercise over an unchecked com bina- 
tion. If it proves insufficient to protect the 
public inter:sts, there is but one re- 
course—the government must intervene 
and extend its functions. How far and 
with what results, remains to be s-:en 

M. anwhile, so far asthe question in hand

competition, the remedy is to be foundina 
reguiated general competition. On that 
point we have not the slightest doubt that 
Mr. Finkis ight. The first step toward a 
better condition of affairs will be found in 
the closer combination of the railroad 
companies, so they can retain their own 
agents. They must be allowed, therefore, 
and even encouraged, to organize them- 
selves together, and their organization 
must be made public and responsible. 
Once public and responsible, it cannot 
loug exist without becoming amenable to 
law. There has been the experience of ali 
raiJroad amalgamations, both in this coun- 
try andin Europe. The chief difficuity 
hitherto has lain in the fact that the 
would-be railroad reformers are unable to. 
realize it. 

We are perfectly aware of the answer 
which will be advanced against the doc- 
trine. Judge Biack w:il again dilate on the 
poiitical dangers involved in thus letting 
development take its course. We shall 
bave over again the whcle cant of the 
discussion—its stereotyped phrases, the 
imperium in imperio, the power behind 
the throne, and alithe rest. Evea admit- 
ting the soundness of this political argu- 
ment, which we do not fora moment prv- 
pose to do, the alternative would seem io 
lie between railroed combination and rail-
